Some of these 
projects may affect your travels, but they 
will deliver long-term benefits. While 
work is underway, NJ TRANSIT is working 
with our partners to minimize any delays 
you may experience. 

AirTrain 

The Port Authority of New York & New 
Jersey is performing rehabilitation work 
on the AirTrain system that serves Newark 
Liberty International Airport (NUA). As a 
result, AirTrain will not operate and NUA 
Station will be closed through mid-July 
2014. 

While work is underway, customers who 
normally take NJ TRANSIT trains to NUA 
Station can travel to Newark Penn Station 
(NPS), where connecting shuttle bus serv¬ 
ice to the airport is available in front of 
NPS on Raymond Plaza West. Rail cus¬ 
tomers should continue to purchase tick¬ 
ets to NUA Station and use those tickets 
to access the shuttle bus service. 

Directional signage to the shuttle buses 
is available at NPS and at the airport. The 
Port Authority also is providing Customer 


Care Representatives and baggage handlers to 
assist customers. Airport travelers are advised 
to allow for additional travel time to get 
to/from the airport during construction. For 
further information, visit 
www.njtransit.com/ewr . 

Pulaski Skyway 

The New Jersey Department of Transportation 
(NJDOT) recently launched a two-year rehabili¬ 
tation project on the Pulaski Skyway. As a 
result, all northbound lanes of the Skyway 
remain closed for the duration of the project. 

To assist NJDOT, NJ TRANSIT is providing 
several transportation options for motorists 
who use the Pulaski Skyway: 

♦ We've added four weekday trains on the 
Morris 8c Essex Lines between Summit and 
Hoboken. 

♦ We've added two weekday, peak period 
trains on the North Jersey Coast Line 
between Bay Head and Hoboken. 

♦ We've added one additional railcar to each 
peak-period train on the Raritan Valley 
Line for added capacity. 

♦ We've launched a new No. 95 bus route 
providing weekday peak-hour service 
along the Route 22 Corridor between 
Watchung and Newark Penn Station. 


We've expanded weekday midday 
service and Saturday service on 
the No. 119 bus route between 
Bayonne/Jersey City and Port 
Authority Bus Terminal.

High-Speed Rail 

Finally, Amtrak is currently upgrading the 
Northeast Corridor (NEC) between 
Trenton and New Brunswick to permit 
higher speed service in this area. The 
work includes railroad track and tie 
replacement and modernization of the 
NEC electrical system that will result in 
improved service reliability. 

During construction, track outages are 
required to complete these upgrades. 
Similar to closing down lanes during a 
highway construction project, Amtrak is 
closing sections of track to complete the 
work. You may experience some minor 
delays during this work, but the work will 
yield long-term benefits for Northeast 
Corridor customers..

Transportation Partner Projects Deliver Long-Term Results 
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Quiet Cars 

NJ TRANSIT'S Quiet Commute program 
has been a big hit with customers, so 
much so that we recently expanded it to 
trains traveling to/from Hoboken during 
the middle of the day on weekdays. 

Quiet Commute is designed for cus¬ 
tomers who wish to refrain from using cell 
phones and are willing to disable the 
sound feature on their pagers, games, 
computers and other electronic 
devices. Conversations should be limited 
and conducted in quiet voices, and head¬ 
phones should be used at a volume that 
cannot be heard by other passengers. 
Seating is on a first-come, first-served basis. 

Quiet Commute is available on the fol¬ 
lowing trains: 

♦ All Northeast Corridor Princeton 
Junction express trains (first and last 
cars of each train). 

♦ On Northeast Corridor, North Jersey 
Coast Line, Midtown Direct and 
Raritan Valley line trains that arrive in 


Newark/New York between 6 a.m. 
and 10 a.m., and trains that depart 
Newark/New York between 4 p.m. and 
8 p.m. (first and last cars of each train). 

♦ On Morris 8c Essex, Montclair-Boonton, 
Pascack Valley, Main, Bergen County and 
Port Jervis line trains that arrive in 
Hoboken between 6 a.m. and 10 a.m., 
and depart Hoboken between 4 p.m. and 
8 p.m. (first car to Hoboken and last car 
from Hoboken). 

♦ All off-peak trains arriving and departing 
Hoboken Terminal between 10 a.m. and 
4 p.m. on weekdays only (first car to 
Hoboken and last car from Hoboken). 

NJ TRANSIT asks all customers to be mindful 
of the quiet cars on each train. If you sit in one 
of these cars, please observe the quiet car 
guidelines and be respectful of those around 
you. NJ TRANSIT will continue to closely moni¬ 
tor and evaluate the Quiet Commute program, 
with feedback received from customers and 
employees guiding any possible future plans 
for further expansion.
